Through It 


Extracts From an Old Speech ot tbe Re- 


publican Standard Bearer 


The following is an extract from a 


speech delivered by Gen Garfield, Au- 
gust 4, 1876, in the National House of 
Representatives : 


Mr. Chairman, it is now time to in 


quire as to the fitness of this Demo- 
cratic party to take control of our great 
nation and its vast important interests 
for the next four years. I pat the 
question to the gentleman from Missis- 
sippi, Mr. Lamar, what has the Demo- 
cratic party done to merit that great 
trust' He tries to stow in what 
respects it would not be dangerous.
